SIR, 

I have the honour to submit the accompanying Tables relating 
to the produce of the crops in Ireland in the year 1901. The 
tables showing the acreage under crops, which I submitted in a 
necessarily unrevised form in August last, have been carefully 
revised in the interim, and the figures regarding this subject 
set out in the present Report are as correct as can be expected 
in the case of such statistics. I look forward to having all the 
available details regarding agriculture in Ireland in 1901 fully 
arranged and submitted early in the coming year in the annual 
detailed Report on Agricultural Statistics. As I shall have occasion 
in that Report to go somewhat fully into the comparative signifi- 
cance of these statistics, I do not, in the present statement, go 
much beyond some general observations on the crop returns of 
1901 as compared with those of 1900 and the average of the 
preceding ten years. 

Comparing the extents under the chief cereal crops in 1901 with 
those for 1900, we find a decrease of 10,887 
Acreage under Crops, acres, or 20’2 per cent, in wheat; a decrease 
of 5,715 acres, or 0 5 per cent., in oats ; a 
rather notable decrease of 12,462 acres, or 7'2 per cent., in barley ; 
and a decrease of 406 acres, or 3 6 per cent, under rye. In green 
crops, potatoes decreased by 18,75S acres, or 2 - 9 per cent. ; turnips 
decreased by 8,100 acres, or 2*7 per cent. ; and mangel wurzel and 
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beet root increased by 8,654 acres, or 12'6 per cent. In other crops — 
flax increased by 7,991 acres, or 16‘8 per cent., following an 
increase of 35 - 6 per cent, in 1900 as compared with 1899; the 
area for hay from clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation 
increased by 9,950 acres, or l - 6 per cent.; and the area for hay from 
permanent pasture or grass not broken up in rotation, increased by 
2,927 acres, or 0*2 per cent. Compared with the average acreage 
for the 10 years 1891-1900, mangel wurzel and beet root showed 
an increase of 22,274 acres, or 40'4 per cent., and permanent pasture 
or grass not broken up in rotation an increase of 34,235 acres, or 
2'2 per cent. ; but each of the other chief crops exhibits a decrease 
in the extent devoted to it, the decrease in wheat being 11,155 
acres, or 20'6 per cent., in oats, 94,251 acres, or 8T per cent., in 
barley, 8,784 acres, or 5'2 per cent., in rye, 1,614 acres, or 12'8 
per cent., in potatoes 65,620 acres, or 9 - 4 per cent., in turnips 
15,422 acres, or 51 per cent., in flax 8,936 acres, or 13 9 per 
cent., and in clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation, 14,098 
acres, or 2 2 per cent.

Coming to the question of the rates of produce per acre of the 
crops, we find, on comparison with those of 
Bates of Produce 1900, that the rate for wheat rosefrom 167 
of the Crops. to 18'3 cwts. ; for oats from 15'8 to 16'2 

ewts. ; for barley from 16 0 to IS O cwts. ; 
for bere from 14'1 to 14'4 cwts. ; for rye from 12’8 to 13'7 
cwts. ; for potatoes from 2-8 to 53 tons ; for turnips from 14r9 
to 16 9 tons; for mangel wurzel and beet root from 17'2 to 1 8 8 
tons ; for flax from 3l’3 to 38-3 stones ; while the rate for hay 
from clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation fell from 2 2 to 
2'1 tons ; and for hay from permanent pasture or grass not 
broken up in rotation, from 2'5 to 2’2 tons. 

Comparing the average rates of produce per acre in 1901 with 
the mean rates for the 10 years 1891-1900, we find the following 
increases in 1901: — Wheat from 16 8 to 18 3 cwts., oats from 15'2 
to 16'2 cwts., barley from 17 1 to IS'0 cwts., bere from 13'6 to 
14-4 cwts., rye from 12 8 to 137 cwts., potatoes from 3'7 to 5 3 tons, 
turnips from 14 7 to 16 9 tons, mangel wurzel from 15 7 to 1S’S tons, 
flax from 28 8 to 38-3 stones (an increase of 330 per cent.): There 
is a decrease for hay from permanent pasture or grass not broken up 
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ill rotation from 2'3 to 2'2 tons ; white the rate for hay from 
clover, sainfoin, and grasses under is the same for both periods. 

The total estimated produce of wheat in 1901 was 787,568 
ewts., being 12-6 per cent, under the produce for the preceding year, 
and 13 3 per cent, under the average for the ten years 1891-1900 ; 
the total quantity of oats was 17,782,956 ewts., being 1-5 per 
cent, more than the produce in 1900, but 1'8 per cent below the 
average for the ten years 1891-1900 ; the quantity of barley 
was 2,915,498 ewts., being 4 9 per cent, over the produce in 1900, 
and 1,238 ewts., or 0'04 per cent, over the average for the 
ten years 1891-1900; here yielded 2,164 ewts., against 2,501 
ewts. in 1900, and an average of 3,174 ewts. for the ten years 
1891-1900; and the produce of rye was 150,354 ewts., being 2 6 
per cent, over that for the preceding year, but 64 per cent 
below the average for the ten years 1891-1900. 

The total produce of potatoes was 3,372,214 tons, being 83'1 
per cent, greater than the yield in 1900, and an increase equivalent 
to 30 8 per cent, as compared with the average produce for the ten 
years 1891-1900. The turnip crop was 4,884,301 tons, being 10'3 
per cent, above the produce in 1900, and 8 9 per cent, above the 
average for the ten years 1891-1900; and the total quantity of 
mangel wurzel and beet root was 1,449,266 tons, being 221 
per cent, more than in 1900, and 66’5 per cent, over the average 
for the ten years 1891-1900. 6 

The yield, of flax was 13,267 tons, being 803 per cent, over 
the produce in 1900, and 162 per cent, over the average quantity 
for the ten years 1891-1900. ^ J 



The produce of hay from clover, sainfoin, and grasses under 
rotation was 1,306,687 tons, showing a decrease equal to 4'4 
per cent, as compared with the quantity in 1900, and the quantity 
of hay from permanent pasture and grass not broken up in rota- 
tion was 3,433,055 tons, being 10 8 per cent, under the quantity of 
such produce m 1900. The aggregate quantity of hay under 
both headings (4,739,742 Ions) is 474,226 tons (or 91 per cent.) 
below that for 1900, and .shows a decrease equivalent to 20 per

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In 1880 a Special Return to Parliament was made as to the 
acreage under each variety of potato, 
Potato Crop. their yield, and their liability to disease 
at that time. Since that period an an- 
nual return has been made of the acreage and yield of each 
variety of potato in Ireland, which has been published as part 
of the Agricultural Statistics; that for 1901 will be found in 
Table V., on pages 36-37. As already stated, the acreage under- 
potatoes in Ireland in 1901 was 635,321, as compared with 
654,079 in the year 1900, showing a decrease of 18,758 acres.

The main feature observable in the foregoing statement is that 
66'4 per cent, of the acreage under, the potato crop in Ireland 
consists of Champions, leaving only 3 3 '6 per cent, lor all other 
varieties — the percentage of some of these being so small as to 
be barely appreciable when put into figures. 

The “ Champion ” potato was first introduced in quantity into 
Ireland in the year 1880, after the failure of the potato crop in 
1879. Since that year it has constituted the main potato crop 
of the country, as shown by the following statement, from 
which, however, it will also be observed that from 1891 to 1900 
the proportion under Champions showed a gradual decline fiom 
797 per cent, to 661 per cent., but that in 1901 the pro- 
portion shows a slight increase to 661 per cent.

A reference to Table V., pages 36-37, where the acreage under 
potatoes is set out for each variety by counties and provinces, 
and for the whole of Ireland, will show that in the counties of 
Dublin, Kildare, and Wicklow, and in the following Ulster 
counties, viz. Antrim, Donegal, Down, Londonderry, and 
lyrone, there is less tendency to rely on Champions than in the 
other counties of Ireland. 

• ^ le n P°t^t° crop of 1901 stands out as a remarkably good one 
in yield We must go back over half a century to find any season 
m which the estimated produce was so high as 5*3 tons per 
statute acre. Not till we reach the year 1849, in fact, in which 
year an estimated yield of 5*6 tons per statute acre is recorded, is 
this year s potato crop rivalled. It comes out in sharper contrast 
inasmuch as the yield of the crop of 1900 was the fifth lowest in 
a period of twenty years. A reference to the accompanying 
diagram will show the very considerable yearly fluctuations in 
the produce of this staple crop. The average yield per ton per 
acre of potatoes for the- whole of Ireland in each year for the 
period 1882-1901 is shown in the following tabular statement : —

BEE-KEEPING. 

Bee-keeping Statistics for the Season, 1900. 

The inquiries made in the preceding fifteen years relative to 
the extent to which bee-keeping is followed m Ireland and the 
degree of success attained in this special branch of rural economy 
were repeated last year with reference to the season of 1900 ,, and 
the results will be found set forth m Table VII. on pages 40 41 
In 1890, at the request of the Irish Bee Keepers Association, t 
Form previously used for collecting information on the subject 
was varied in soL respects, and additional details were obtained. 

According to the Returns received, the quantity of honey pro 
duced in 1900 was nearly double the average quantity for the 
preceding ten years. It was, however, 164 per cent, below the 
quantity for the year 1899, the returns for which showed an 
increase of 417 per cent, as compared with the quantity in 1898 
The quantity of honey produced, according to the Returns, was 
R2S 559 1 lbs ■ of this 143,368 lbs. were produced m the province 
of Leinster 211821 lbs. in Munster; 155,962 lbs. in Ulster; 
and 112,408 in Connaught. Of the 623, 5o9 lbs. 403, *07 I s 
were produced “ in Hives having Movable Combs, and 220,3o2 
lbs “ in other Hives." It was stated that 260,0 1 4 lbs. was Run 
Honey,” and 363,485 lbs. “ Section Honey. ., om _ 

The number of stocks brought through the Wmtei of 1900 
1901 amounted to 33,171 ; of which 16,754 were in the hives 
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having movable combs, and 16,417 in other hives. See Table 
VII. on pages 40-41. 

According to the returns collected there were 6,743 lbs. of wax 
manufactured in 1900 ; of which 3,394 lbs. were from hives having 
movable combs, and 3,349 lbs. from other hives. 

The Returns received in 1900 gave the quantity of honey pro- 
duced in 1899 as 745,692 lbs. ; the number of stocks brought 
through the winter of 1899-1900 as 31,045, and the quantity of 
wax manufactured in 1899 as 4,873 lbs. 

The following Table shows the quantity of Honey returned as 
produced in Ireland during each of the eleven years 1890-1900, 
with the average annual quantity for the ten years 1890-99.
